The communication filed on October 27, 2003 presents claims which are not in compliance with 
revised 37 CFR 1.121; and therefore, this communication is not deemed to be responsive to the Office 
action dated September 25, 2003. In the above noted communication, Applicant lists claims 1-30 with the 
identifier "original" and presents what appears to be the original text of these claims. It is noted, however, 
that Applicant submitted an amendment on June 18, 2003, which amendment made significant changes to 
claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 14, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 24, 28, 29 and 30. For example, the following changes were 
made to claim 1: in line 3, "significantly" was deleted; in line 5, "suitably" (first occurrence) was changed 
to " the liquid fresh feedstream being effectively" and "suitably" (second occurrence) was changed to 
"effectively"; in line 9, "suitably" was deleted and "acceptable" was changed to "effective"; in Hnel3, 
"the" was changed to "at least one"; in lines 13-14, "and the same if more than one adsorber vessel" was 
deleted; etc. Accordingly, the communication filed on October 27, 2003 incorrectly identifies the status of 
claims 1, 4, 5, 8, 9, 12, 14, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 24, 28, 29 and 30; and presents an incorrect text for these 
claims. Furthermore, it is noted that claims 5 and 6 contain an underlining mark for a space between two 
words (i.e. between "numbers" and "and" in line 2 of claim 5; and between "numbers" and "with" in line 
2 of claim 6). This marking is not understood, since a space has always been present between these words 
in both the originally filed claims and the claims presented in the amendment filed June 1 8, 2003.
